Hang and allow to drain 
for several hours. Smoke 
with hardwood smoke until 
desired color is obtained, 
Wrap and store meat in a 
tight barrel or box to pro- 
tect from skippers.

ans of British! Kinds of Bombs 


Crowd National Gallery 
And Get Meat Pies With 
‘Old Masters.’ 


LONDON,—The war {s making art 
lovers out of Britons, 

That London landmark, the Na- 
tlonal Gallery, where peacetime cul- 
ture seekers tiptoed reverently 
among old masters, woke up the 
other day to find itself as popular 
as a zoo on Sunday, And almost as 
informal—today one can get a meat 
ple with a mural, 


“The war has made people want 
to look at pictures,"’ explained Wil- 
liam Gibson, keeper of the gallery, 
"For the first time in history we're 
having to turn a crowd away,” 

Stripped of every masterpiece In 
ite permanent collection—they've 
fone underground for the duration— 
the gallery went dead for a month 
during the blitz, Then it came to 
life again and, though still minus 
the old masters, is now a No, 1 West 
End attraction, 

War Scenes Interest, 


While butchers, bakers and others 
who never jammed museums are 
now thronging the place, the artists 
of Britain have come down from 
their ivory towers and are busy 
getting themselves torpedoed, im- 
prisoned and shipwrecked, They are 
painting industriously in every such 
crisig and their records are being 
hung in a series of war exhibits 
which are helping make the gallery 
a part of every Londoner's life. 


“T came to see what a torpedoed 
tanker looks like,’ a wispy little 
Cockney woman said. ‘‘My Jack has 
been on three of them.” And she 
pointed to the picture of a twisted 
hunk of steel by Sir Muirhead Bone, 
distinguished painter now employed 
by the admiralty to record the war 
at sea, 

“Since then,’’ she said, "I've sort 
of got to like pictures. I come in 
all the time.'’ She was enthusiastic 
over a canvas by Edward Borden, 
a dreamy artist who was interned in 
Casablanca, rescued by the Ameri- 
cans and then shipwrecked, all in 
pursuit of art. 

A WAAF in the gallery said she'd 
come to see a painting by Dame 
Laura Knight of WAAF mending a 
barrage balloon, On the same wall 
were portraits of RAF pilots, army 
sergeants and women factory work- 
ers painted by Britain’s most bril- 
liant artists. 


See ‘Old Masters.’ 


In view of the interesting war 
scenes, the gallery was rather nerv- 
ous when it decided to show each 
month one of its old masters, 
brought in from its country un- 
derground shelter. But just as many 
people paused before a Velasquez 
or a Rembrandt as stopped to view 
an airdrome scene, 


Then the gallery put on an exhibit 
of 19th century French masters. Peo- 
ple had to be turned away. Among 
them were American soldiers, who 
promptly went to Rainbow Corner, 
Piccadilly Red Cross center, and 
asked for names of other places 
where they could see French paint- 
ers. 

“Many of the people who come 
here today have only a room left in- 
stead of a home,’’ Keeper Gibson 
said. ‘Also art gives them a differ- 
ent rhythm from war, and that’s 
what they want.’’ 


Some of the people now thronging 
the gallery come in just to rest their 
feet or munch a sandwich. But no- 
body minds. It’s become that kind 
of place. Others, drawn by the week- 
ly lunchtime concerts organized by 
Myra Hess, stay on to look at pic- 
tures. The canteen run for war 
workers has also boosted art. 


Beats York’s Record With 


Two Hundred Prisoners 

NEW YORK.—Yank, the official 
doughboy weekly, describes how Pvt. 
Harry Bifone of Steubenville, Ohlo, 
went Sergt. Alvin York’s record a 
few better when he rounded up more 
than 200 Italian prisoners in Sicily 
single-handed. 

Sergt. Ralph G. Martin, writing in 
Yank, reports that Bifone, who 
speaks Italian, came upon two Ital- 
jan soldiers after a brief battle on 
the road to Trapani. They followed 
him docilely to another hole where 
Bifone acquired 30 more prisoners. 
Right behind the 30 came another 
50. Bifone started down the hill with 
his 82 prisoners, and by the time 
he reached the bottom had more 
than 200 Italians traipsing along be- 
hind. 

The Yank correspondent com- 
ments that while Sergt. York in the 
first World war got only 132 prison- 
ers, he had to capture two German 
machine-gun nests before the Huns 
surrendered. Bifone, on the other 
hand, didn’t even ask some of these 
Italians to put their hands up—they 
just came! 


Women War Workers Are 
Found as Good as Men 


NEW YORK.—Women war work- 
ers are as good or better producers 
than men in the majority of war 
plants, the National Industrial Con- 
ference board announced. Four of 
the 146 plants studied by the board 
reported that women were better 
producers. Approximately 60 per 
cent said they were as good as men. 
Others said that women were as 
good as men in many mechanical 
jobs.

For Every Purpose Special 
Weapon Is Employed 
By Air Forces. 


NEW YORK,—It takes all kinds 
of bombs—as well as planes—to 
make an alr force, 

The U. S army air forces have 
a bomb for every purpose, from a 
100-pounder, which can wreck @ lo- 
comotive, to one weighing 42 times 
fs much, capable of laying waste a 
city block, 
~The AAF uses three kinds of 
bombs In combat—demolition, frag- 
mentation and chemical, Before each 
bombing mission It is necessary to 
decide not only the weight of bombs 
carried but the sizes of the individu- 
al bombs and the types of fuses and 
bomb cases which will give the max- 
{mum effect against the target, ac- 
cording to the army air forces issue 
of 'Flying."’ 

Demolition bombs alone have five 
types: 

GP—Geneval purpose, 50-55 per 
cent explosive. 

SAP—Semi-armor plereing, 32 per 
cent explosive, 

AP—Armor-plercing, 5-12 per cent 
explosive. 

LC—Light case, 77 per cent ex- 
plosive. 

DB—Depth bomb, 70-75 per cent 
explosive. 


Biggest ef All, 

The GP bomb is so strong it can 
be dropped without rupturing from 
an altitude of 8,000 feet against a 
slab of concrete four feet thick, With 
a delayed-action fuse such a bomb 
would crash through to the basement 
of most buildings, bury itself several 
feet in the ground near a bridge 
and penetrate the decks of all but 
cruisers and battleships. The larg- 
est GP—2,000 pounds—can sink or 
seriously damage a battleship with 
a direct hit or from as far away 
as 35 feet when exploded in the wa- 
ter. The SAP 1,000 pounder will 
penetrate the side or deck of all 
naval craft except battle cruisers and 
battleships. SAP bombs range in 
weight from 699 to 1,600 pounds. 


The biggest AAF bomb of all is 
the LC blockbuster—4,200 pounds of 
bomb containing 3,362 pounds of ex- 
plosive, equipped with an instanta- 
neous fuse so that its terrific blast 
will occur before the bomb case rup- 
tures, The LC was designed for a 
target which provides its own 
“tamping’’—e.g., a congested city 
block. 


“Tamping” is the confinement of 
the explosive within the target, with 
no holes through which its energy 
may escape. To accomplish this, 
GP, 5AP and AP bombs are made 
to explode only after penetration of 
a building, the ground, a ship, or 
the water beside the ship. The LC 
explodes on impaet. Destruction 
caused by a well-tamped explosive 
may be 4.5 times ag the same amount 
untamped. 


Destructive Type. 

For knocking out U-boats two 
types of depth bombs are used—the 
325-pound Mark 17 and the 650- 
pound Mark 29, containing about 75 
per cent explosive filler and a navy 
hydrostatic fuse. 


Fragmentation bombs are used 
against ground forces and light ma- 
terlal—trucks, airplanes and en- 
campments. They break into 1,000 
to 1,500 pieces weighing about three- 
tenths of an ounce each, with veloci- 
ties up to 4,000 feet per second. Such 
fragments, bursting at 200 feet, will 
penetrate a wing or gas tank, cut 
tires and control wires, perforate 
radiators and intercoolers. Ground 
crews need 25 to 30 hours to repair 
planes damaged by fragments dis- 
charged from a distance of 90 feet 
or less from the plane. 


A fin-type fragmentation bomb, 
equipped with a mechanical time 
fuse, can be dropped on a lower- 
flying formation of airplanes and 
made to explode in their midst. 


Chemical bombs release gas, 
smoke screens and incendiary 
agents. A plane may carry 1,500 to 
2,000 small incendiary bombs which 
weigh about four pounds each. 


Russian Army Rebuilds 


4,968 Miles of Railroads 


MOSCOW.—I. D. Gochiridze, So- 
viet vice commissar of transport, 
announced that Red army railroad 
battalions had restored 8,000 kilome- 
ters (4,968 miles) of wreeked rail 
lines in reoccupied Russian territory 
since March. 


Some of the country’s most impor- 
tant lines, such as the Moscow-Be- 
likie Luki line and parallel railroads 
running from Moscow to Rostov via 
Orel, Kharkov and the Donets Basin 
already are in operation. 


In addition to the old lines, the 
Red army also has eonstrueted sey- 
eral short, strategic railroads in the 
front fighting zones,

GOD'S GREAT LOVE AND 
HIS GIFT 

LESSON TEXT—Matthew 2;1-12, 

GOLDEN TEXT—For God so loved the 
world, that He gave His only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in Him 
should not perish, but have everlasting 
life.—John 3,16, 


Christmas brings us all back to 
tne Christ-child in Bethlehem, and 
we are reminded anew of our Lord's 
coming into the world to be the Re- 
deemer, For the babe of Bethle- 
hem is the Christ of the cross, of 
the resurrection, and the coming 
King. 

“God so loved the world, that He 
gave His only begotten Son” in what 
was the world’s greatest love gift. 
But the Word does not stop there. 
We must do something about God's 
gift. We read, ‘That whosoever be- 
lie¢veth on Him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life’? (John 3: 
16). 

The story of the coming of the 
Wise Men to seek the One who had 
been “born King of the Jews’ re- 
veals several attitudes toward Christ 
which find their counterpart in our 
day. 

I. Expectancy (vv. 1, 2). 

These men of another race were 
familiar with the Jewish Scriptures 
and knew that the Messiah was to 
come, Many others, including the 
religious leaders of the Jews, had 
the same information, But these 
men of the East differed in that 
they looked for*His coming with 
keen desire and expectancy. 


One wonders if we have not be- 
come so familiar with the story of 
Christmas that we, like the Jews, 
have a dead knowledge without ex- 
pectant faith. We need to awaken 
and look to God for new grace and 
strength for these days. 


Il, Fear (vv. 3, 7, 8, 12). 


Herod was a capable, ruthless, un- 
godly ruler who feared only that 
someone would take his power from 
him. He was so determined that 
this should not happen, that he killed 
many members of his own family 
for whom he otherwise had apparent 
affection, 

When he heard that Jesus, who 
was the real King of the Jews, had 
been born, he feared, and laid crafty 
plans to destroy Him. God saw to it 
that his purpose was not carried out. 

There are those of our time who 
fear the coming of Jesus, because 
they will not have Him to rule over 
their lives. They love their selfish 
ways, and their sinful pleasures; 
and when they face the question of 
what -they will do with Jesus (and 
face it they must!), they have only 
fear and hatred in their hearts. 


III. Indifference (vv. 4-6). 


When the Wise Men came to Je- 
rusalem to inquire where the Christ 
was to be born, they received an 
immediate answer—in Bethlehem. 
That was clearly foretold in Micah 
5:2. The priests and scribes knew 
all about it, but their knowledge did 
not move them to action. They told 
the Magi where to go, but they did 
not go themselves. 

How sad it is to see the indiffer- 
ence of our day to the claims of 
Christ. There are many who think 
that simply because they do not 
hate the church, or the Bible, or do 
not fight against it, they are guilt- 
less. How wrong they are will ap- 
pear to them if they will read Mat- 
thew 11:23, 24 and recall that the 
sin of Capernaum was only indif- 
ference. 

Wake up, careless one, and change 
your indifference to love and faith, 
lest you too be eternally lost. 


IV. Joy (vv. 9, 10). 


These earnest seekers for the 
Christ-child were full of joy eyen 
before they saw Him, ‘When they 
saw the star,’’ and knew that God 
was indeed leading them, their 
hearts leaped within them as “‘they 
rejoiced with exceeding great joy.’”’ 

Christmas is the time when there 
should be real joy in our hearts. It 
is not enough to be ‘‘merry’” or 
“happy.” In fact, many thousands 
could not possibly find anything to 
be happy about this year. 

Happiness depends on what hap- 
pens, but joy is the gift of God to 
His children, which is so deep down 
in their beings that’ circumstances 
cannot change it. We may have 
real, satisfying Christmas joy. 


V. Worship (vy, 11). 


When they saw Christ, they wor- 
shiped. Have we been as wise as 
they were? Then they made gifts, 
showing that their worship had 
that reality which made them ready 
to sacrifice for Him. Have we done 
anything this Christmas to show our 
joy and gratitude for the redemp- 
tion we have in Christ? 

The writer of these lines (which 
will reach you just before Christ- 
mas) wants to wish you and yours 
a very blessed Christmas, and to 
assure you that he is praying for 
you that regardless of circumstances 
the joy of the Lord may fill your 
soul. Christ has come. He is with 
us now by faith. He will come again 
to reign. The Child of Bethiehem’s 
manger is our Great Saviour and 
Glorious King.

Secret Wea pon to 
Combat Air Raids 


Defense of London May Set 
Anti-Aircraft Record. 


LONDON,—The British army has 
disclosed the existence of a new Al- 


lied ‘‘secret weapon” in anti-aircraft 
fire, and in the London area at least 
“any German adventures in the 
night sky will be very unprofitable,” 
said Brig. Basil J. Schonland, chief 
of the army's scientific research 


branch, during a recent inspection 
by news men of London’s anti-air- 
craft setup. 

With it the British hope to ap- 
proach the greatest anti-aircraft fir- 
ing in this war—60 shells per plane 
brought down, a record set by the 
United States marines on Guadal- 
canal, 

The gun operations room of Lon- 
don’s defenses is far underground, 
and is-the nerve center of the en- 
tire system. From it information is 
sent out in a constant stream to ev- 
ery gun emplacement in Greater 
London, and the exact position of 
every enemy plane is given at 30 
second intervals. 

From a high platform a single 
officer can see on a chart not only 
the position of each plane, but also 
which guns are ‘‘on target’’ and 
which are firing, He can silence ev- 
ery gun in an instant or step up 
the fire from any area. 

There are four big tables, each 
carrying a map divided into num- 
bered squares, The biggest table is 
for “‘filtered information'’—a combi- 
nation of RAF radar data and infor- 
mation from scores of observers 
along the coast and inland, 

The three others are for faster un- 
filtered information direct from ra- 
dar, 

Every gun in London {s represent- 
ed on a big map by small colored 
lights. A green light means the 
gun is on target; a red light that 
the gun {s firing. 


All Army Ground Forces 
Will Train Under Fire 


WASHINGTON.—AIl army ground 
forces undergoing combat training 
henceforth will ‘‘advance on the en- 
emy” with live artillery flre falling 
just ahead of and flanking the ad- 
vancing troops, according to an or- 
der issued by Lieut. Gen. Lesley J. 
McNair, commanding general of 
army ground forces, 

Declaring that men cannot ad- 
vance properly on an actual enemy 
under protection of supporting ar- 
tillery unless they have been ac- 
customed to doing so in the training 
area, General McNair announced 
that instructions have gone out to 
‘use every means to simulate actual 
battle conditions for troops.” 

“Battlefield realism is the pri- 
mary test in training exercises,’’ 
General McNair said. ‘'Combat-fir- 
ing exercises are conducted for the 
purpose of simulating actual battle 
conditions. Co-ordination and con- 
trol should be that possible in battle. 
Reliance must not be placed upon 
artificial means which are introduced 
for reasons of safety and which will 
not be present in battle.’ 


Dutch Gunboat Compels 
Land Gunners to Yield 


LONDON.—The Netherlands gun- 
boat Sumba, covering the Allied 
landings on Sicily, pounded Italian 
shore batteries so effectively that 
the enemy artillerymen came for- 
ward with a white sheet seeking to 
surrender to the ship, which then 
turned its fire to a force of Axis 
tanks and routed them, it was 
learned today. 

The action by the warship won a 
“Well done, Sumba,”’ from one of 
the Allied naval chiefs directing op- 
erations. 

The gunboat Flores also distin- 
guished herself in the campaign, as- 
sisting in the destruction of a U- 
boat, among other actions. She re- 
ceived a congratulatory signal from 
Adm, Sir Andrew Browne Cunning- 
ham, Allied naval commander in 
the Mediterranean. 

Both ships were in the force es- 
corting the Sicily-bound convoy. It 
included a large number of Nether- 
land merchant ships acting as troop- 
carriers, 


Health Shows Strain. of 


War in Great Britain 
LONDON.—The health of the av- 
erage Briton is holding up remarka- 
bly well despite the rigors of four 
years of war, Minister of Health Er- 
nest Brown said recently, but he 
warned that increases last year in 
venereal diseases and tuberculosis 
constituted ‘‘danger spots.” 

“There can be no doubt that the 
nation’s prodigious war effort has 
imposed a severe strain upon the 
health of the people—a strain which 
they have withstood in general with 
dogged determination and astonish- 
ing success,’ Brown said in his an- 
nual report.

In Krakow Are Slain 


NEW YORK.—The official Pol- 
ish Telegraph agency was in- 
formed here, through a London 
dispatch quoting the Polish un- 
derground newspaper, Nowe Dro- 
gi, that all Jewish American citi- 
zens in Krakow, Poland, have 
been shot by the German ges- 
tapo. There was no indication 
how many were in Krakow.
